MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  work  of  this  Section  continued  to  expand  and,  from  July,  our  whole-time 
Mental  Welfare  Officer,  Mr.  Richardson  had  the  part-time  assistance  of  Mr  Smith  for  one 
day  per  week. 

St  Francis  Junior  Training  Centre  again  did  good  work  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
22  patients  from  Gosport  were  attending  there.  The  St  Francis  Thursday  Evening  Club 
for  14-16  year  old  trainees,  run  by  the  Supervisor  and  her  staff  on  a purely  voluntary 
basis,  had  attendances  in  the  20-30  range  with  an  average  of  3 staff  attending. 

A successful  innovation  at  St  Francis  was  a weekly  meeting  for  social  activities  during 
the  summer  holiday  break,  parents  sharing  in  the  supervision. 

An  Adult  Training  Centre  serving  the  south-east  part  of  the  County  was  opened 
at  Fareham  in  February  and  21  Gosport  patients  attended  from  the  commencement.

Eastern  Division  of  the  County  Ambulance  Service.  The  work  of  these  stations  is  co- 
ordinated at  the  Main  Station  at  Fareham  and  it  is  there  that  all  calls  for  ambulances 
are  received.

The  Local  Health  Authority  is  not  under  obligation  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
conveyance  of  all  persons  suffering  from  illness  but  only  for  those  for  whom  special 
transport,  such  as  the  Ambulance  Service  provides,  is  necessary.  Under  normal 

circumstances,  therefore,  transport  can  be  provided  only  on  the  authority  of  a doctor, 
but  in  an  emergency  an  ambulance  can  be  obtained  by  anyone  using  the  ”999”  system 
provided  by  the  Post  Office  telephone  service.

E N V IRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


WATER  - Public  Supply 

36  samples  were  bacteriologically  examined  in  1962. 

34  were  satisfactory.  2 were  unsatisfactory  due  to  defective  fittings. 

OPEN  AIR  SWIMMING  BATHS  and  POOLS 

36  Visits  were  made  during  the  summer  period  when  21  water  samples  were  taken 
which  were  all  satisfactory. 

Seawater  is  used  in  the  Gosport  Bath  and  mains  water  in  the  Lee-on-the-Solent 
Pools.  Continuous  flow  filtration  and  chlorination  plants  are  installed  at  the 
Gosport  Bath  and  Lee  Swimming  Pool;  the  water  in  the  Lee  Paddling  Pool  is  chlorinated 
by  means  of  an  automatic  closing  apparatus, 

THE  CLEAN  AIR  ACT 


The  obligations  imposed  on  industry  by  this  Act  have  caused  a reduction  of  smoke 
from  factory  stacks  in  the  Borough  but  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  total  smoke 
emissions  from  the  chimneys  of  dwelling  houses  as  many  new  houses  have  been  built. 
Most  of  these  are  fitted  with  at  least  one  fireplace  and  many  also  have  independent 
boilers.  The  byelaw  which  says  that  new  buildings  must  be  fitted  only  with 
appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel  does  not  give  power  to  require  that  only 
such  fuel  is  used,  there  being  no  smokeless  zones  nor  smoke  control  areas  here. 

Enquiries  made  about  solid  fuel  supplies  show  that  60$  is  bituminous  coal  and 
only  40 $ smokeless  fuel;  of  this  40$  about  25$  is  fuel  suitable  for  boilers  and 
stoves  and  15$  for  open  grates.  According  to  the  local  suppliers  it  seems  that  more 
people  would  use  smokeless  fuel  were  it  readily  available  but,  unfortunately,  they 
say  supplies  allocated  to  this  area  are  well  below  the  demand. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  carried  out  33  Visits  during  the  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  and  DISINFESTATION 


299  Visits  were  called  for  in  connection  with  control  of  infectious  diseases. 
49  Premises  were  disinfested. 

The  steam  disinfector  at  Haslar  Hospital  was  used  three  times  to  deal  with 
bedding. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  two  Rodent  Operators  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  Rodent  Operators  made  3*650  Inspections  and  Visits. 
The  Public  Health  Inspectors  also  made  682  Visits  in  connection  with  this  work. 

389  Private  Dwellings  were  treated;  76  Business  Premises  were  treated.  The 
cost  of  treating  business  premises  is  recoverable  from  the  occupier  but  infestations 
at  dwelling  houses  are  dealt  with  free. 

Sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  twice  in  the  year.  No  evidence  was  found  of 
any  major  infestations. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

The  improvement  in  the  situation  referred  to  in  the  1961  Annual  Report  was 
unfortunately  not  sustained.  Various  factors  were  involved.  The  material  used 
during  the  previous  year  or  so  to  cover  low-lying  breeding  areas  settled  and  resulted 
in  ponding  which  was  aggravated  by  the  excessive  rainfall  during  the  summer  period. 

No  further  filling-in  was  done  by  the  War  Department  nor  was  any  large-scale 
treatment  carried  out  by  them. 
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The  tipping  of  household  refuse  in  the  swampy  areas  adjacent  to  the 
River  Alver  and  Fort  Gomer  continued.  This  should  result  eventually  in  a 
reduction  of  mosquito  infestation  in  this  area. 

Where  treatment  was  carried  out  by  our  own  department  this  proved 
effective  but  it  was  only  possible  to  tackle  the  problem  on  land  owned  by 
the  Council.  The  area  of  such  land  is  only  a small  percentage  of  that  owned 
by  the  War  Department  and  the  Admiralty. 

Numerous  cases  of  localised  infestations  were  found  to  arise  from  breeding 
in  water  butts  and  other  receptacles  in  gardens. 

198  Visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  about  this  work. 
PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

24  conveniences  are  supervised.  None  was  built  in  1962. 

14  Cleaners  were  employed  during  the  summer  months  and  12  during  the 
winter  months,  some  of  the  conveniences  being  closed  in  the  latter  period. 

Adequate  supervision  of  the  cleansing  staff  was  found  to  be  difficult  and 
the  time  spent  on  this  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  was  considerable,  2,027 
Visits  being  made  during  the  year.

CARAVAN  SITES  and  CONTROL  of  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 

The  site  at  Stokes  Bay  owned  by  the  Borough  Council  is  the  only  one  open 
to  the  public.  It  can  accommodate  72  residential  and  59  tourist  caravans. 

A very  few  individual  caravans  are  dotted  about  the  Borough;  these  are 
licensed  but  have  only  temporary  Planning  consent. 

An  appeal  against  the  refusal  of  the  Town  Planning  Committee  to  permit 
land  at  Lee-on- the-Solent  to  be  used  as  a caravan  site  was  disallowed. 

Admiralty  land  off  Grange  lane  is  occupied  by  a number  of  caravans  belonging 
to  Service  personnel.  The  Local  Authority  has  no  jurisdiction  over  this  site 
but  liaison  exists  with  the  Royal  Navy  Hygiene  Officer. 
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THE  NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  I960 


No  complaints  were  received  during  1962.  This  does  not  mean  that 
there  is  no  excessive  noise  but  that  there  has  been  no  single  source  of 
noise  which  has  been  so  intolerable  as  to  cause  complaint.

OVERCROWDING 

Although  a number  of  complaints  of  overcrowding  were  received 
the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act  are  such  that  in  very  few 
cases  did  actual  overcrowding  exist. 

Complaints  were  usually  based  on  the  inadequacy  of  bedroom 
accommodation  whereas  the  “permitted  number*’  for  a house  is  obtained 
by  taking  into  account  both  living  rooms  and  bedrooms.  There  is 
little  doubt  the  standard  needs  revising.

Of  the  6 Ice  Cream  Samples  reported  as  Grade  U,  5 were  soft  ice-cream. 
Production  of  this  type  of  ice-cream  has  increased  considerably  recently  and 
presents  problems  not  met  with  in  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  by  the  usual 
methods.  It  is  made  in  the  machine  from  which  it  is  sold  and,  in  most 
cases,  this  is  in  a vehicle.  As  the  law  stands  there  is  no  ability  to 
require  registration  of  these  vendors  as  manufacturers.  In  general  the 
vans  are  well- equipped  with  the  amenities  required  for  food-handlers  (water, 
basin,  soap  and  towel)  and  kept  clean.  The  apparatus  for  making  the  ice- 
cream is  dismantled  at  the  end  of  each  day  and  sterilised. 


In  addition  19  Iced  Lolly  Samples  were  examined. 

There  is  no  standard  for  the  composition  or  bacterial  content  of  this 
product  but  in  all  cases  of  unsatisfactory  reports  the  manufacturer  and  the 
retailer  were  advised  re  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  contamination.

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TOWN  SEWERAGE  SYSTEM 


I am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer,  Mr  C. Thomas,  for  the  following  info rmat ion: - 
” Flooding  Relief  Scheme 

Following  considerable  flooding  in  certain  areas  of  the  Borough  in  the  autumn  of 
I960  a new  Main  Drainage  section  was  established  in  my  Department  for  the  purpose  of 
surveying  the  drainage  system  of  the  Borough  and  for  producing  the  schemes  necessary 
to  obviate  as  many  of  the  inadequacies  of  this  system  as  possible.  The  survey  and 
the  production  of  schemes  and  estimates  occupied  the  whole  of  1961  and  early  in  1962 
a detailed  Flooding  Relief  Scheme  estimated  to  cost  some  £260,000  was  submitted  to 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  with  a request  for  approval  in  principle 
prior  to  the  invitation  of  tenders  for  the  separate  sections  of  the  scheme. 

The  Scheme  has  as  its  main  objective  the  relief  of  flooding  by  sewage  inter- 
mingled with  storm  water  at  four  places  in  the  Borough  - Grove  Road,  Alverstoke 
Village,  Cambridge  Road/Brockhurst  Road  and  Bury  Road  and  proposes  to  achieve  this 
objective  by  the  construction  of  a large  foul  sewer  along  Gomer  Lane  and  Military  Road 
(outfalling  into  the  Pumping  Station  proposed  in  War  Department  land  at  Browndown  in 
connection  with  the  new  Sea  Outfall  Scheme)  with  new  sewage  Pumping  Stations  at  Grove 
Road,  Cambridge  Road  and  Alverstoke  Village  and  new  rising  mains  from  these  Stations 
to  the  new  sewer.  In  addition,  to  overcome  the  surcharging  of  a tide-locked  surface 
water  system,  new  Surface  Water  Pumping  Stations  are  to  be  built  in  Alverstoke  Village 
and  Anglesey  Gardens  and  new  surface  water  sewers  laid  across  Grove  Park,  through 
Jellicoe  Avenue  and  Alverstoke  Village  and  around  the  Lake  in  Anglesey  Gardens  with 
the  secondary  objective  of  enabling  this  Lake  to  be  filled  in.  A further  section  of 
the  scheme  provides  for  the  construction  of  a new  length  of  sewer  along  Rowner  Lane  to 
divert  the  sewage  of  a considerable  area  of  the  Bridgemary  Estate  from  outfalling  into 
the  Fa reham  Road  sewer  (which  surcharges  under  heavy  loading)  to  the  main  Rowner  - 
Gomer  Lane  sewer  which  has  considerable  spare  capacity. 

In  October  1962  an  Engineering  Inspector  appointed  by  the  Minister  visited  Gosport 
and  held  a Private  Inquiry  at  which  the  Scheme  was  discussed,  the  proposals  and 
calculations  examined  in  detail  and  the  relevant  sites  inspected.  The  Pollution 
Officer  of  Hampshire  River  Board  was  invited  to  this  Inquiry  and  expressed  his  Board*s 
approval  to  the  proposals,  which  were  subsequently  accepted  by  the  Minister. 

Sea  Outfall  Scheme 

The  basis  of  this  scheme,  which  is  being  engineered  for  the  Council  by  Messrs 
Lewis  & Duvivier,  Consulting  Engineers,  is  the  construction  of  large  Pumping  Stations 
at  Lee-on-the-Solent  and  Browndown  together  with  a new  sea  outfall  pipe  extending  for 
a distance  of  3000  ft.  into  the  Solent,  where  extensive  float  tests  indicate  that  the 
sewage  will  be  dispersed  and  not  drift  on  to  the  adjoining  beaches. 

During  1962  difficulties  arose  during  the  negotiations  with  the  War  Department 
for  the  easement  over  the  Browndown  Ranges  for  this  outfall  and  with  the  Admiralty  in 
respect  of  naval  anchorages  in  the  Solent.  In  the  resolution  of  these  difficulties 
it  was  found  necessary  to  realign  the  pipe  across  the  Ranges  in  order  to  discharge  at 
the  predetermined  point  in  the  deep  water  of  the  Solent. 

In  December  1962  a Public  Inquiry  was  held  by  an  Inspector  appointed  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  & Local  Government  at  which  a number  of  objections  to  the  scheme 
were  heard  including  the  Coastal  Anti- Pollution  League  and  the  Southern  Sea  Fisheries 
Board.  The  Ministers  decision  has  not  yet  been  announced. 

Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act  1961 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  a survey  was  made  of  all  known 
foul  sewer  overflows  into  streams  and  all  discharges  into  the  tidal  waters  of  the 
Solent  and  Portsmouth  Harbour  and  details  were  submitted  to  the  Hampshire  River  Board. 
The  overflows  recorded  totalled  25  and  Conditional  Consents  were  subsequently  issued 
by  the  Board  in  respect  of  overflows  in  Rowner  Road  (for  emergency  only  in  event  of 
Pumping  Station  breakdown),  Fareham  Road  and  Green  Crescent,  which  were  the  only  ones 
which  came  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  River  Board  and  of  which  the  latter  two 
would  disappear  under  the  Flooding  Relief  Scheme. 

General 

(a)  Following  work  of  sewer  clearing  by  contract  with  the  General  Descaling  Co.  in 
1961,  descaling  equipment  was  purchased  from  this  firm  and  a sewer  gang  instructed  in 
its  operation.  As  a result,  the  long- silt ed-up  surface  water  sewers  of  the  Borough 
are  being  systematically  dragged  and  large  quantities  of  silt  removed  by  the  three  man 
gang  operating  full-time  on  this  work. 

(b)  Council  approval  was  given  during  1962  to  the  modernisation  of  the  20  underground 
sewage  ejector  stations  in  the  Borough  by  the  replacement  of  the  old  cast  iron  ejector 
bodies  and  the  compressed  air  system  by  electrically  operated  self-priming  pumps. 

Pump  types  have  now  been  selected  but  the  conversion  work  has  not  yet  commenced.  ” 


EMPLOYMENT  IN  GOSPORT  IN  1962 


Mr.  T.  Dickinson,  Manager  of  the  Local  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  has 
kindly  let  me  have  the  following  commentary  on  the  town’s  employment  position :- 

” In  considering  employment  in  Gosport  certain  points  should  be  borne 
in  mind.  The  statistics  of  employment  are  built  up  from  information  obtained 
on  counting  National  Insurance  Cards  exchanged  annually.  Certain  classes  of 
people , whose  insurance  contributions  are  paid  by  some  means  other  than  that  of 
affixing  a stamp  to  a card,  are,  therefore,  excluded. 

Among  the  groups  omitted  are  serving  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  and 
established  non- indust rial  civil  servants.  In  Gosport  both  classes  are  of 
considerable  importance  and  result  in  the  estimates  of  working  population  being 
clearly  lower  than  would  be  expected  from  the  population.  As  the  estimates 
are  of  job  opportunities  within  Gosport  they  also  exclude  inhabitants  of  Gosport 
who  work  in  Portsmouth  or  nearby. 

17,200  people  work  in  Gosport  of  which  one  third  are  female.  About 

3.700  males  and  900  females  work  in  engineering,  including  electrical  engineering, 
aircraft  and  shipbuilding,  and  about  1,200  males  and  1,000  females  work  in  other 
manufacturing  industries  of  which  the  more  important  are  clothing  and  chemicals. 

A strong  building  force  of  some  2,000  men  is  maintained.  Transport  and  public 
utility  concerns  employ  about  450  people  and  the  distributive  trades  about  1,400. 
Insurance, banking  and  professional  services  generally  (education,  health,  law 
etc.)  employ  some  1,600  people  while  other  miscellaneous  services  (garages, 
hotels,  restaurants,  laundries,  domestic  service  etc.)  provide  work  for  about 

1.700  more.  3,000  others  work  in  public  administration  in  national  or  local 
government  service.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  many  other  employees  of 
national  government  are  included  in  the  figures  quoted  above  for  the  various 
industries  mentioned.  Engineering,  aircraft  engineering  and  shipbuilding  are 
three  obvious  examples. 

The  general  level  of  employment  in  1962  remained  satisfactory  but 
throughout  the  year  there  was  a slackness  in  demand  in  comparison  with  1961. 

A few  firms  had  to  discharge  redundant  workers  but  the  numbers  involved  were 
small  and  no  serious  general  problems  arose.  Average  unemployment  (272  adults 
and  54  young  persons)  was  slightly  up  on  1961  but  appreciably  better  than  in  the 
four  preceding  years.  The  figures  were  generally  steadier  suggesting  that 
although  demand  might  be  less  acute  than  at  times  in  the  past  the  fluctuations 
in  demand  were  being  ironed  out.  In  particular  employment  for  women  which  had 
fluctuated  widely  and  rapidly  in  some  earlier  years  seemed  much  steadier 

In  two  aspects  the  employment  situation  could  be  described,  perhaps, 
as  less  than  good.  A large  proportion  of  the  employment  offered  for  males  is 
in  not  very  remunerative  work  when  compared  with  the  standards  of  modern 
manufacturing  industry.  Overtime  and  bonus  incentive  schemes,  common  in 
industry  generally,  have  been  more  rare  in  this  sector  and  earnings  in  many  cases 
have  been  limited  to  basic  rates  instead  of  being  enhanced.  There  is  evidence, 
however,  that  this  situation  is  receiving  attention  and  means  are  being  sought  and 
in  some  cases  have  already  been  initiated,  of  enabling  earnings  to  be  increased. 
Further  progress  would  be  welcome. 

The  other  aspect  relates  to  the  employment  of  young  persons.  The 
ratio  of  young  people  unemployed  to  the  total  amount  of  unemployment  shows  a 
steady  rise  over  recent  years.  In  1955  average  unemployment  among  young  persons 
was  22  or  about  8$.  This  proportion  has  risen  until  last  year  when  it  was  17$. 
Although  there  is  a slight  increase  in  the  boys  to  men  ratio  the  greatest  increase 
has  been  in  the  ratio  of  unemployed  girls  to  unemployed  women.  This  should  not 
be  interpreted  as  indicating  that  the  amount  of  employment  available  for  young 
people  is  inadequate.  Its  true  cause  seems  to  be  that  young  persons  continue  to 
seek  the  popular  occupations  rather  longer  than  may  be  strictly  reasonable,  thereby 
increasing  total  unemployment . Particularly  is  this  true  of  girls  seeking 
occupations  such  as  hairdressing,  typing  and  clerical  work.  Clearly  the  school 
leaving  "bulge”  has  its  effect  on  the  availability  of  posts  and  greater  competition 
among  young  people  means  greater  difficulty  in  getting  the  posts  of  their  choice. 

The  Employment  Services  placed  in  employment  in  1962,  1,838  adults  and 
412  young  persons.  Included  in  these  figures  were  79  disabled  people  as  well  as 
many  ex-regular  servicemen  who,  in  this  area,  are  a constant  source  of  new 
civilian  labour.  During  the  year  the  Ministry’s  facilities  to  train  able-bodied 
as  well  as  disabled,  persons  in  skilled  trades  were  used  whenever  possible. 

Trainees  were  often  placed  in  local  employment,  the  engineering  trades  providing 
the  best  openings  for  trainees.  ” 
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
